and marshals. Interest in that debate 
was completely overshadowed by a sen­ 
sational attack made upon 
President 
Cleveland 
by 
Mr. 
Hartm an 
(rep., 
Mont ), who felt himself personally ag­ 
grieved by Mr. Cleveland’s utterances 
at the Presbyterian home mission meet­ 
ing in New’ York on Tuesday, and who 
seized the opportunity allowed by the 
latitude of debate on appropriation bills 
to repel the idea that the western states 
were the home of evil influences. Mr. 
Hartm an sent to the clerk’s desk and 
had read the following extracts from 
Mr. Cleveland’s address: “The tolera­ 
tion of evils and indifference to Chris­ 
tianizing and elevating agencies in the 
states of the west, which, if unchecked, 
develops into badly regulated munici­ 
palities, corrupt and unsafe territories 
and undesirable states.” 
Mr. Hartm an said, in part: “Under 
the constitution and laws, I deny the 
right of the chief executive to willfully 
and wantonly, in public 
address or 
otherwise, insult any of the citizens of 
any state of the republic over whom he 
has been called to preside. When the 
president made the foregoing remarks 
he knew there were pending in congress 
bills for the admission of certain terri- 
tories into the union of states. He cad 
been advised that a majority of the citi­ 
zens of those territories were antagon­ 
istic to his peculiar financial and eco­ 
nomic views, and under the cloak of a 
supposed religious address before a re-- 
ligious organization, and with gross im­ 
propriety and for the purpose of pre­ 
venting the achievement of the rights 
of statehood to which they aspire ?.nd 
are entitled, he gave utterances as chief 
executive 
to 
this unfounded slander 
against those citizens and states of thef 
republic whose interests he is sworn to 
protect and uphold.” 
Mr. Powers (rep., Vt.) and Mr. Miles 
(dem., Md.) attempted to interrupt Mr. 
H artm an by raising points of order, but 
were 
overruled. 
Mr. Hartm an 
pro­ 
ceeded: 
“The 
percentage 
of crimo 
in those states and territories will not 
exceed that found in the state of New 
York, where the 
president seems to 
think all virtue resides. The per capita 
of wealth of the citizens of our state ex­ 
ceeds that of any state in the union 
save one. Our educational facilities are 
equal to those of any section of the 
union.” 
At this point Mr. Hartm an’s five min­ 
utes expired and Mr. Grosvenor (rep.,* 
O.) helped him out by the parliamentary 
expedient of securing recognition and 
yielding his time to Mr. Hartman, who 
concluded: “On behalf of the citizens 
of the states and territories thus sland­ 
ered and maligned by the chief execu­ 
tive, I here and now repel the insult 
and respectfully suggest that the great­ 
est need of this country for the work of 
the missionary, the schoolmaster and 
the statesmen will be 
found at 
the 
white house.” 
This closed the inci­ 
dent. 
The house then resumed the consid­ 
eration of the amendment to the legisla­ 
tive appropriation bill to abolish tho 
fee system in the case of United States 
attorneys and marshals. 
Salaries of 
the marshals fixed were identical with 
these of the district attorneys made 
Wednesday, except in the 
following 
districts: Indiana, $4,500; eastern dis­ 
trict of Louisana, $2,500; Maine, $3,000; 
Nevada, $2,000; New 
Jersey, 
$2,500; 
northern district of New York, $5,000, 
and southern 
district of New York, 
$5,000. 
Under the fee system both district 
attorneys and marshals were allowed 
fees not to exceed $6,000 and mileage, 
which in some cases swelled the com­ 
pensation to as high as 
$8,000 
and 
$10,000. Instead of mileage, at the ratd 
of IO cents per mile each way, the 
amendment allows attorneys and mar­ 
shals their actual traveling expenses 
It fixes the fees of United States com 
inissioners considerably below the pres­ 
ent schedule. After the committee rosf 
without completing the considerator 
of the bill a bill was passed appropriat 
ing $96,000 for the reconstruction o 
the Rock Island (111.) bridge.

cerned, the resolution is a closed ques­ 
tion for the present. There will be no 
more debate, because it is only neces­ 
sary for the secretary of the senate to 
report to the house that the senate con­ 
ferees have agreed to the house reso­ 
lutions.

the defender a principal in or accessory 
to a crime.

parallel of 30 degrees north latitude. 
In the event of the acquisition by the 
United States of any territory so situ­ 
ated congress is to forever exercise ex­ 
clusive legislation in all cases whatso­ 
ever over it.

The public apprehension of trouble is 
indicated by the number of shops that 
have been closed, for fear of the dam­ 
age that would result to them from an 
outbreak of disturbances. The troops 
are also still confined to their barracks. 
This is a summary of what has oc­ 
curred in a greater or less degree at 
Milan. Florence, Turin, Como, Terrera, 
Belluno, Lodi, Verona, Parma, Berga­ 
mo, Naples, Brescia, Venice, Bassara, 
Palermo, Cremona, Catania, and al­ 
most any other town mentionable. 
The agitation has been spread to the 
country districts, and from all sides 
come accounts of rioting and indignant 
protest, of 
bitter denunciation, and 
loud cries for vengeance upon those 
who have been responsible for the te r­ 
rible reverse to the Italian army. 
A report received from Gen. Bara- 
tieri proves that the Italians gave way 
at the first attack—in fact, the native 
contingent appeared to have behaved 
better than the Italian troops. In Gen. 
Albertone’8 column the black battalions 
fought bravely, while the white regi­ 
ments broke and ran. 
Their officers, 
who made vain efforts to rally ti eir 
men, were nearly all killed. Gens. Da- 
bormida, Arimondi and Albertone tnd 
Col. Galliano are among the slain. The 
artillery had not the time to come prop­ 
erly into action before the rush of Abys­ 
sinians overwhelmed the Italian forces. 
The main body of the Italian a^my is 
concentrated at Asmara. 
The rear 
guard, consisting of 5,000 men, iii at 
Addicaye, to cover the line of retreat. 
All the transport vessels available me 
concentrated at Naples in readiness to 
embark troops for Abyssinnia. 
The report that Gen. Baratieri had 
committed suicide turns out to be in­ 
correct, but it would seem as if that 
would have been the best thing he could 
do under the circumstances, for if the 
darker and darker reports which are 
reaching Rome from Massowah are 
substantiated he will have great diffi­ 
culty in escaping capital sentence on 
his trial by court-martial. 
It is said, 
among other things, that he deserted 
his troops w hile the latter were fighting 
gallantly against overwhelming num­ 
bers of Shoans and that he fled to a 
spot IOO kilometers from the scene of 
the massacre (for that seems to be the 
proper term for the rout of Italy’s 
troops), without know ing or apparently 
caring w’hat became of Gens. Dabormi- 
da and Arimondi, whose columns have 
never since been heard from so far as 
can be ascertained here. 
Tho official and private residences of 
the cabinet ministers, the royal palace, 
the embassies and kll important public 
buildings here are guarded by troops. 
The neighborhood of the chamber of 
deputies is held by a strong force of 
infantry and police. 
The war office has admitted that at 
least 150 Italian officers wrere killed, 
but the officials still refuse to admit 
that over 5,000 men were killed. They 
say, however, “they believe” 9,000 Ital­ 
ian troops and 8,000 native troops in 
the Italian service were engaged, 17,000 
in all, and that “nearly all” the artil­ 
lery, ammunition and supplies fell 
into the hands of the enemy. 


TWO IMPORTANT BILLS. 


Io w a S en ate F ix es A ge o f C onsent 
and 
R eg u la te* B u ild in g A ssociations. 
Des Moines, Iowa, March 6.—The sen­ 
ate Thursday passed two important 
bills—one fixing the age of consent in 
Iowa, and the other for the regulation 
of building and loan associations. The 
age of consent was fixed at 15 years. 
The house has already passed a bill 
fixing the age at 16 years. The build­ 
ing and loan association bill is a radi­ 
cal measure to protect depositors and 
investors. Associations doing business 
in the state which are not Iowa con­ 
cerns must deposit $100,000 
in 
the 
hands of the auditor of state to protect 
Iowa investors. 
Senator Funk, chairman of the ways 
and means committee of the senate, 
filed the report of his committee on 
state 
revenues. 
A 
total 
revenue 
for 1S97 of $1,770,000 on a 2-mill levy 
is reported. The extraordinary appro­ 
priations asked are in excess of that 
revenue. The w’ays and means com­ 
mittee figures that the extraordinary 
appropriations will necessarily be cut 
lo less than $700,000 if the present tax 
levy is reduced to 2 mills. The com­ 
mittee’s report was simply to convey 
information, and not for action.

But Two Institutions in the State Will 
Accommodate more 
Patients, and 
But Four Have More Under Treat­ 
ment—W hat Prof. A. O. Wright’s 
Report Shows. 


There are only two insane asylums 
in the state that will accommodate 
more patients on extraordinary oc­ 
casions, than Rock oonnty’s handsome 
building—those of 
Winnebago and 
Manitowoc counties. 
There are but four asylums 
in the 
state in which more 
patients are 
quartered— those of Winnebago, Mar­ 
athon, Dunn and Dane counties— while 
seventeen have a less number. 
These figures were made by A. O. 
Wright, who was delegated by Gov­ 
ernor Upham some time ago to inves­ 
tigate the condition of the chronic in­ 
sane in the 
Witcontin county insane 
asylums. 
Professor Wright has made 
a complete inventory of the 2,646 pa­ 
tients in these asylums, and says he 
haB found the treatment to be of a 
uniformly high character. 
He com 
mends the food, care of rooms, cloth­ 
ing and housekeeping generally. 
He 
says that while much care is used in 
the selection of the attendants, there 
is a tendency in some instances to 
economize by not employing enough 
help, and that in many cases the rule 
of the board of control that there be at 
least one attendant (for each twenty- 
five patients is not quite lived up to. 
Commitment Papers Not On File. 
Commitment papers for many in­ 
mates of asylums were not on file. 
This generally came, he says, from 
the fact that these had not been re­ 
quired in the early days of the county 
asylums. 
The 
superintendent were 
requested in writing to perfect their 
records and keep legal evidence of the 
insanity of each inmate on file. 
They 
were requested to secure from the two 
hospitals copies of the medical examin 
ations and commitments, and 
in a 
few cases, where it did not appear 
that there was any legal commitment 
anywhere, they were advised to have 
such commitment executed now. 
The 
law o:ganiz\ng county asylums forbids 
any assistance from the state appropri­ 
ation for persons not legally com­ 
mitted as insane. 
In a small number 
of instances it did not appear that in­ 
mates were actually insane, although 
committed as such. 
Prof. Wright found quite a num­ 
ber of criminal insane and of danger­ 
ous insane. 
These, he sayB ought to 
be in a criminal asylum, and until 
such 
an institution 
is 
erected he 
recommends that they be placed in a 
separate ward af one of the hospitals. 
The investigation shows a large sur­ 
plus of male over female insane. 
Statistics of 
Insane Ca»es. 
Tho total number of insane in all 
the hospitals and asylums Sept. 30, 
1705, was 
2,217 men, and 
1,800 
women, a total of 4,047. 
The num­ 
ber of patients in the county asylums 
at that time wa9 as follows:

“ christian amendment” which ought 
to be called rather the “ theological 
distortion.” 
The society which is at work for 
w hat they call national reform, and 
of which the Christian Statesman is 
the official organ, is not in any sense a 
representative American organization. 
The work is nothing more or less than 
a device to give to a certain class of 
so-called 
evangelical 
christian 
churches the advantage of special state 
protection. 
They deshe to national­ 
ize their creed by having it incorpora­ 
ted into the preamble of the constitu­ 
tion. 
The constitution now begins, “ We, 
the people of the United States, in 
order to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, 
insure 
domestic 
tranquillity, etc. etc.” The reform 
movement desires to make the consti 
tutlon read tens “ We, the people of 
the United States, 
acknowledging 
Almighty God as the source of all au­ 
thority in civil government, our Lord 
Jesus Christ as the ruler of nations, 
and His revealed will as the supreme 
authority in civil affairs, in order to 
form a more perfect union, etc.” 


Protest Against No Creed. 
These words which it is proposed to 
insert are in substance the creed of 
“ orthodox” christianity; as such it is 
all well and good. 
We do not protest 
against anyone holding any creed that 
he or she can hold without violation o! 
the moral 
law. 
Our 
protest 
is 
against any attem pt to legislate “ or 
thodoxy” into the 
citizens of the 
United States of America. 
Once let 
those words be “ voted” into the con­ 
stitution and every honest “ Libera 
Christian” would be compelled to dis­ 
franchise himself. 
No Jew nor ary 
adherent of any oriental religion could 
be a citizen except by dishonest eva 
aion of the dogmas so adroitly eon 
denied into this proposed amendment 
of the of the constitution. 
Mo Religious Test 
Required. 
Inasmuch as the constitution iteel:! 
dearly affirms that it exists in order 
“ to secure tho blessings of liberty to 
our posterity.” (Preamble); that “ no 
religious test shall ever be required 
aa a qualification to any office or pub 
lie trust under the United 
State 
(Art. VI. Sect. 3); aud inasmuch as 
the I. Amendment reads “ Congress 
shall made no law 
respecting an 
establishment 
of religion, or pro 
hibiting the free exercises thereof, or 
abridging the freedom of speech or the 
press, etc.” I take the liberty to 
affirm that it is an act little short of 
treason to even suggest such a diator 
tion of our constitution as is now ana 
has been for several years the only 
raison d’etre of the National Reform 
Society. 
The system of religious thought 
which is compelled to resort to such 
expedients in order to maintain itself 
is to say the least, pitiable. 
B ar Religion From Politics. 
As Louis Marshall said in a re?ent 
number of the Menerah Magazine, 
“ There is but one safe course to pur­ 
sue, and that is to eradicate, utterly 
to crush out, every movement, every 
agitation, every 
suggestion 
which 
tends in the slightest degree to intro­ 
duce into the body politic the issue of 
religious controversy.”

vor of this proposed alteration, I at 
least would like to hear it.

There will be an important meeting 
of the Janesville Business Men’s Asso­ 
ciation i tonight.

Booker Quoted as Saying That He 
Will 
Spend 
$5 OOO 
and Stand 
a Law Suit ^Before He Will Sub­ 
mit 
to 
the 
Fire 
Limit Ordi­ 
nance. 
The “ Booker building” on South 
Main street, promises to become an 
historic structure, and play a promi­ 
nent part in the annals of this excel­ 
lent city. 
The city officials say it does not 
comply with the fire limit ordinance 
Mr. Booker says the fire limit ordi­ 
nance doesn’t concern him. 
And there you are. 
In the meantime the carpenters are 
sawing wood and the bricklayers are 
laying bricks. 
The building is a modest structure 
that is being erected in the rear of 
the “ Pitcher hay scales,” the property 
now being under control 
of Mr. 
Booker. 
At first it was decided to 
build the structure of “ drop siding.” 
Then the authorities descended upon 
the scene and there were words, aud 
words, 
and 
words 
spoken. 
Mr. 
Booker 
agreed, 
the 
authorities 
say, to move the edifice up to Bluff 
street, where it would not menace 
other property. 
But it wasn’t moved, 
Instead, a teamster left a load or two 
of brick at Mr. Booker’s place, and 
the work of veneering the building 
was begun. 
This method of construction, Chief 
Engineer Spencer says, does not com­ 
ply with the fire limit ordinance any 
more than did the first plane, while 
Mr. Booker goes serenely on about 
his business. 
Booker Will Spend #5,000. 
“ We have already lost two days’ 
time,” said Contractor 
Harrington. 
“ The city built a frame building on 
River street that ought to come with­ 
in the law as much as this one does. 
Mr. Booker has talked with his lawyer 
and says that he will spend $5,000 
and stand a lawsuit before he will sur­ 
render any of his rights. 
The apples 
that grow on one tree should all bs of 
toe same kind. 
Why did the city al­ 
low others to build, and eomplain in 
this instance? Mr. Booker is not us­ 
ing brick on anyone’s suggestion, but 
decided that it would make a better 
building.” 
“ Booker’s building will increase the 
fire risk on all buildings near it,” said 
one of the city officials. “ Increased 
insurance rates will be demanded be­ 
cause of its erection, and if the city 
allows the fire limit ordinance to be 
violated, and a fire ensues, the munic­ 
ipality would be responsible for the 
damage resulting.” 
And in the meantime there i6 much 
speculation as to what the outcome 
will be.

3c 
who has adopted this plan of increasing 
his business, says the New York World. 
“I have even had men sit down here 
and figure out how one could make a 
pair of shoes out of me in the course of a 
couple of months by the money he 
would save in shines. But things don’t 
always work just as they figure out, 
and, while I couldn’t say that this plan 
of free shines will prove a paying ad­ 
vertisement in the long run, I know 
that the expense is much less than is 
generally supposed. 
‘‘In my case it has been practically 
nothing sin^e the original outlay for 
chairs, brushes, etc., for, like most of 
the dealers, I have drafted the colored 
porter into the polishing business. He 
is willing enough to perform the job, 
for he has little to do most of the time 
and the stray tips he picks up pay him 
well for the extra work. 
Of course, 
there would be no money in the busi­ 
ness if every one who bought a pair of 
shoes came in once or twice a day to 
have them polished, but in reality only 
a very small proportion of our custom­ 
ers avail themselves of the privilege. 
‘‘This isn’t because the thing is not 
popular, but is the result of a very ob­ 
vious reason. Our trade is almost en­ 
tirely a transient one and the man who 
happens to drop in here to buy a pair 
of shoes may not pass this way oftener 
than once a month. No one, of course, 
is going out of his way in order to save 
the price of a shine. 
It is only when 
a customer lives in the immediate vi­ 
cinity that he has any the best of tho 
bargain. So, you see, that even if the 
practice of frae shines became general 
all over the town there wouldn’t be 
much danger of driving the regular 
bootblacks out of business. One of the 
most amusing features of this new 
wrinkle was the frantic endeavor made 
by a rather pretentious firm in Broad­ 
way to inform the public what they 
were doing. They put in their window 
a large sign, which read as follows: 
‘We polish our own shoes free of 
charge.’ 
The announcement caused 
much merriment among passers-by and 
at last an old crank went inside and 
asked the dealer what induced him to 
drag his domestic affairs before the 
public and if he really expected any­ 
body to pay him for cleaning his own 
shoes. 
The next day the sign was 
changed to read: ‘We polish all our 
own shoes free of charge.’ But as that 
read very little better it was soon with­ 
drawn. 
The sign, of course, should 
have read: 
‘AU shoes purchased here 
will be polished free of charge.’ ”
